The Selectmen of Weston submit the following Report for the 
year ending March 4th, 1867, and also their estimate of Hxpen- 
ditures for the ensuing year. 

In consequence of unforeseen, and, therefore, unprovided for 
expenses having arisen, such as State Aid for soldiers and their 
families, extra road expenses, together with the expense attending 
the enlargement of the Town Hall, erecting tablets in memory of 
deceased soldiers, fitting and preparing Library and school-room, 
&c., the expenditures have somewhat exceeded the amount appro- 
priated at our annual meeting in April last. No part of the town 
debt has been paid, which, as reported last year, amounted to 


$15,200.

We congratulate the town upon the state and condition of our 
public buildings ; we believe they are amply sufficient to meet 
the wants of the town for years to come, and that no farther 
expenditures on their account will be required only to keep them 
in repair from time to time.

The Committee on Burial Grounds present their Annual 
Report. 

The sum of $75.00 was appropriated by the town for the care and 
improvement of the several burial grounds in town. ‘The greater 
portion of this sum has been expended by.us in accordance with 
the design of the appropriation, an account of which is herewith 
submitted: ‘The improvement of lots by different’ individuals in 
town, together with the improvements which we have been able 
to make with the means placed at our disposal, have added greatly 
to the beauty of the grounds. We would suggest that the sum 
of $50.00 be appropriated this year, which, with the unexpended 
balance of last year, will be a sufficient sum for all the purposes 
contemplated. | 

We cannot close this report without suggesting what we deem an 
important matter for the consideration of the town. Itis well known 
that most of the desirable lots in the centre yard have been already 
taken up. We have no reason to expect but that the demand for 
new lots will be as great in future years as it has been in years 
past. How is this demand to be supplied? Land lying contigu- 
ous to the burial ground, and owned by Mr. Charles Jones, can 


now be had for a reasonable compensation ; your Committee be-

lieve that it would be a great oversight, on the part of the town, 
to allow this land to pass into other hands, and thus be placed be- 
yond their reach. | 

We would, therefore, recommend that a Committee be chosen 
by the town to take this subject into consideration, and report at 
some future town meeting.

THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

To THE CITIZENS OF WESTON :— 


In presenting our Report for the past year, we are happy to 
say that it has been one of general prosperity to the several 
schools. At the annual meeting of the town in April last, the . 
sum of $2,000 was granted for the payment of the several teach- 
ers, leaving the fuel and care of school-rooms to be paid out of 
the incidental expenses of the town. We hope the town will 
pursue this ‘course in future years. The advantages arising 
are many, one of which is, that it enables the Committee to 
contract with the teachers for a certain length of time without 
having it made uncertain how long the term may continue, as the 
price of fuel may vary, or an additional quantity be required. It 
costs the town no more in the end, and prevents many inconven- 
iences which are likely to occur. This arrangement has enabled 
the Committee to hire a competent male teacher for the High 
School, and to slightly advance the wages of the old teachers, in 
order to meet the higher price of board demanded at the present 
time. 

In order to meet what seems.to be the absolute requirements of 
the year to come, we would recommend that the sum of $2.200: 
be granted for the payment of teachers’ salaries 1 in ie High and 
District schools.

The whole number of tardy marks are less than last year, and 
we are confident that with a little more care, on the part of schol- 
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ers and parents, they can be reduced to a much lower figure. 
The scholar who is habitually tardy at school, will be likely to be 
tardy every where. 


ScoooL No. 1. East Centre District. 


At the time of making our last report, we referred to this school 
as having enjoyed uninterrupted prosperity under the care of one 
teacher for a period of eight years. The declining health of Miss 
Weston admonished her to take a season of rest, in the hope of 
recruiting her exhausted energies; but her disease continued to 
make sure and certain progress through the summer, and she 
lingered till the autumn months, when she exchanged a life of toil 
and care on earth, for one of peaceful rest above. She had de- 
voted more than twelve years of her life to teaching in the differ- 
ent schools in town. Her place was supplied by Miss Hattie A. 
Eager, who entered the school without any previous experience in 
teaching. It was not to be expected where scholars had been 
so long connected with a popular teacher, that any one could 
take her place and be equally successful, until sufficient time had 
been given.to become better acquainted ; consequently, the first 
term of the school was not so successful as might have been de- 
sired. But during the Fall Term, after teacher and scholars be- — 
came more fully acquainted with each other, the school again 
enjoyed its usual prosperity, and it was with much regret that the 
Committee learned the intention of Miss Eager to resign her place 
at the end of the Fall Term. She had secured the affections of 
her pupils, and we believe the entire confidence of the parents.

This school, as well as No. 1, has been subject to a change ' 
of teachers during the past year. The first term was under 
the care of Miss Hannah M. Jones, whose services in this school 
have covered a period of nearly ten years. During all this pe- 
riod of continued service, there has been an entire harmony in 
the district, and steady and commendable progress in the school. 
Under her just administration the pupils have always been taught 
to do right, not from fear of punishment merely, but were made 
to feel there were higher motives prompting them to right actions. 
Many of her pupils, who have passed from her school-room, still 
remember her kind words and valuable instructions. Domestic 
affliction and somewhat exhausted energies, led her to feel it to 
be duty to resign her place at the end of the Summer Term. A 
feeling of deep regret pervaded the district at the loss of her val- 
uable services, and a more substantial token than words could 
express, was given her by parents and scholars, as a slight appre- 
ciation of her long and faithful services. 

The Fall and Winter Terms have been under the care of Miss 
Emma M. Hews, who is a graduate of the Normal School in Fra- 
mingham. Miss Hews entered upon her duties with the same ob- 
stacles in the way of complete success which have been referred to in 
school No. 1, but we are happy to say that she has labored with 
untiring industry and perseverance, and with very happy results. 
The order of the school has been satisfactory, and its progress 
has been marked and steady. Much pains have been taken with 
the classes in reading, and the results could -be clearly seen at 
the closing examination. We were pleased with the appearance

This school has been under the care of Miss S. Lizzie Haton 
throughout the year. We are happy to say that the year has 
been a prosperous one to the school. Miss Eaton entered upon 
her duties without any experience in teaching; but by a happy 
faculty of obtaining the good will of her pupils, she has been suc- 
cessful in securing excellent order in the school-room, as well as 
diligence in the study of the lessons. There has been a marked 
change in the character of this school, both as regards the conduct 
and deportment of the scholars, and the progress which they have 
made in their studies. During the visits of the Committee in 
school through the year, as well as at the closing examination, 
they have always found the order good, and the lessons well 
learned. We would suggest that more attention be given to the 
classes in reading in the future,—the scholars read quite readily, 
and pronounce the words correctly, but fail in some of the promi-. 
nent things which are essential to make good readers. A little 
care, on the part of the teacher, we think will remove this defect.

‘This school has been under the care of the same teacher as last 
year,—Miss Mary O. Brooks,—and numbers nearly fifty scholars. 
Could a part of the scholars be placed in some of the other 
schools, which number only twenty, it would be a benefit to both. 
The school being large, renders the labors of the teacher very 
arduous, and requires vigilant application to her duties dur- 
ing all the hours devoted to study. Miss Brooks is well fitted for 
her situation, and we are satisfied that she is discharging her 
duties in the school-room in a faithful and judicious manner. The 
Committee were pleased with the school at the closing examina- 
tion. There was good evidence of careful study and thorough 
training. 

We cannot close our report of this school, however, without’ re- 
ferring to some complaints which have been made in respect to 
the conduct of some of the scholars, while out of school, towards 
travellers on the public road, and towards persons living near the 
school-house. We are confident, however, that a little care, on 
the part of the teacher, with the judicious co-operation of parents, 
will prevent a recurrence of these complaints.

This school has been under the care of Miss Maria F. Williams 
through the year. Miss Williams had just graduated from the 
Normal School in Framingham, when her services were secured 
for this school. She made herself at once familiar with her duties 
in the school-room, and throughout the year gave unmistakable 
evidence that she had not mistaken her calling, The school was 
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always in good order, the room neat, and teacher and scholars pre- 
sented happy faces. Some excellent drawings*were found upon the 
blackboards on the: day of the closing examination. We would 
not be understood as discouraging the practice of drawing when 
we say that we think it absorbed more of the time of the scholars 
than it should have done. We would have some time set apart 
for this work ; but when scholars are permitted to go to the board 
for the purpose of drawing,—* after they have learned their les- 
sons,’’—there is a strong temptation to hurry over important 
studies, and have them quite imperfectly learned, in their eager- 
ness to enjoy this exercise. It seemed to us that some of the fail- 
- ures to answer questions in some of the important branches on the 
day of examination might have been owing to this practice. This 
school closed two weeks before the others in town, on account of 
the engagement of the teacher in another place.

The High School has-been somewhat interrupted in its progress: 
the past year by the changes which have been made in the Town 
House. The Summer Term was shortened two or three weeks, 
and the commencement of the Fall Term was delayed five or six 
weeks beyond the Ist of September, for the reason that the room 
was not ready for occupancy. At the expiration of the Summer 
Term, Miss Almy having declined a re-engagement, we were 
happy in securing the services of Mr. Larry, and, in some of the 
recitations, aid from Mrs. Larry. In addition to his literary 
- qualifications for his profession, Mr. Larry has had some experience 
in teaching, and ranked high as an elocutionist and public reader. 

There has been no thorough examination of the several classes 
since he took charge of the school. But from the occasional visits 
and the ordinary daily recitations to which we have listened, we 
have formed a very favorable opinion of the school, and shall be 
greatly disappointed if the examination, which is to occur the oth 
of April ensuing, does not confirm our favorable judgment, and 
meet the high expectations of all interested. 

The school has been larger than usual, and is too large and 
varied in its attainments for a single teacher. ‘To employ regu- 
larly an assistant, would involve increased expenses, to prevent 
which and to make the teacher’s services more valuable to the 
class of scholars, for whose benefit he is especially provided, we 
are prepared to offer to the consideration of the town and our 
successors in office, a recommendation which many with whom we 
have counselled have seemed surprised that we have not insisted 


on in former reports, viz.: that in future, admission to the High 
4 
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School shall be based upon examination. Hitherto, the rule has 
been to admit scholars when they reached the age of thirteen 
years, whatever might be their qualifications. When the standard 
of age was adopted by vote of the town, on the recommendation 
of the School Committee, we were not ignorant of the forcible 
objections to be urged against that standard. But then we be- 
lieved, and still believe, it was best for’the time and circumstances ; 
now we are as fully convinced that the change should be made, 
and every scholar should enter by examination. 

The presence of a few, who may have passed the age of a 
teen years, but who are unfitted to enter classes appropriate to 
the school, necessitates the multiplication of studies and the divis- 
ion of the teacher’s time, while, if detained in the district schools, 
they would find classes already formed. And it would serve as a 
stimulant to study, on the part of indolent scholars, to feel that 
they must reach a certain point in their studies before they could 
enter the High School.

REPORT 


OF 


THE LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 
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In submitting our Annual Report the Committee are happy to say that 
the pressing want, which has been the burden of many preceding reports, 
has, by the generous action of the town, been fully met. A room has been 
provided sufficiently ample, not only for the present use, but for the pros- 
pective requirements of the library. It will be ten years next fall since the 
library was opened to the free use of all the inhabitants of the town. It re- 
quired but a slight outlay to fit up the room which has hitherto been used, 
and a small annual appropriation for current expenses and for the purchase 
of new books, is all the demand which the library has made upon the town 
Treasury till the present year. If, therefore, it should seem to some that 
the town has expended a large sum in the alteration and enlargement of the 
Town House, to provide, among other things, for the better accommodation 
of the library, they are to remember that it is the first sum, of any consider- 
able amount, which the library has called for, and that it was not asked till 
the library had received generous benefactions from private iudividuals, 
and had proved itself, by years of successful operation, worthy of the sup- 
port it asked. Vi 

It has had from the commencement a circulation, annually, of about 5,600 
volumes, and its books have gone into almost every family in town. We 
are exceedingly gratified to know that the citizens heartily approve of the 
action of the town in providing a room for the library, by additional funds 
from a social gathering and fair, amounting to $400, for carpeting and fur- 
nishing the room. We have now a place to which we can take our visiting 
friends with a commendable feeling of pride, to show them in what estima- 
tion a Free Library is held by the people of Weston, and what provision 
has been made for securing the largest gain from this rich source of enjoy- 
ment and improvement. 

Some of the books which have been stored away for the want of room, are 
now catalogued and ready for use ; others will be placed upon the shelves as 
soon as the librarian has time to arrange them. 
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A new catalogue will be required at no distant day. The present method 
of publishing the yearly additions in the Town Reports is open to serious 
objections, but we are not able to recommend a better course at present.
